SHOCK WAVE shaker was 
demonstrated last week at the 
Harlan Hughes olive grove 
southwest of Porterville to 
show a new principle of fruit 
and nut picking by shaking. 
Idea of this equipment, man- 
ufactured by Meschendorf & 
Brandt, of Marysville, is to 
shake an entire tree by grip- 
ping its trunk, (on olives it 
was necessary to grip the 
large limbs) with omni-direc- 
tional reciprocating forces, 
developed by two out-of-bal- 
ance energy wheels, working 


in opposite directions at dif 
ferent speeds, producing a 


sharp, shock-type, back-and- 


forth motion. Shock waves thus 
developed produce a rapid vi- 
bration through the tree, and 
fruit is dropped straight down 
to the ground or into some 
type of catcher. Photo series 
shows the tree shaker moving 
up to a tree with Dick Brandt 
demonstrating; hydraulic 
clamp is tightened on an olive 
limb; the shaker goes to work;

PORTERVILLE, Feb. 28—Sports- 
men who returned last week from 
a survey of the winter range of 
the Monache deer herd in the 
Brush creek, La Mont, Long Val- 
ley and Chimney creek areas, re- 
port deer in excellent condition 
and the range in better shape than 
for many years. 

Bitter brush has made a heavy 
growth and bunch grass is start- 
ing, according to the sportsmen; 
deer are fat and more widely scat- 
tered than in other years, prob- 
ably because of the mild winter. 

It appears that about as many 
deer are on the winter range as in 
normal years, but are more widely 
scattered. It was the opinion of 
the sportsmen group that con- 
trolled, special hunts are relieving 
the pressure, to some extent, on 
the winter range. 

As an example of the wider 
range of the herd, in an area where 
500 deer were counted last year, 
only 72 deer were seen on the re- 
cent trip. There is some indica- 
tion of predator activity, and some 
fresh lion signs, but nothing to 
cause alarm, it is stated. 

No cattle or horses are in the 
winter deer range area; all mem-

taken, one at a time at one to ae 


month intervals, doctors state. 

The Sabin vaccine eliminates 
the polio virus itself rather than 
to immunize the bloodstream from 
the virus which may be in the 
body. By eliminating the virus 
it is possible to eliminate carriers 
of the virus. Persons protected by 
Salk shots can still be a polio car- 
rier and not know it. The poten- 
tial spread of the disease can be 
stopped with the Sabin oral vac- 
cine. 

As in the past immunization 
programs for Type I and Type II, 
there will be clinics throughout 
the county on Sabin Oral Sunday,

After reading the high 
graded conversation about to-. 
mato planting reported by the 
alleged editor of this possible 
newspaper, we can only say 
one thing — ‘He is right’’ — 
This is fine with us because 
we strongly feel that wives 
and newspaper editors should 
be allowed to be right at least 
once a year. Any more times 
than that goes to their head. 

If your better half hasn't 
had her chnace this year, then 
let her be right and allow the 
kid to spend her dollar allow- 
ance at Daybell's. For a dol- 
lar she can buy twelve tomato 
plants complete with hot caps 
or two dozen without. These 
are guaranteed to freeze at 
least once, to be partially 
killed by cut worms, and to be 
eventually devoured by tomato 
bugs.

If gardeners had half the 
strength the good Lord gave 
the weeds, our yards would be
